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A small, shelf mountable kiosk 
unit is described for providing prod- 
uct and/or service information and for 
processing customer orders. A cus- 
tomer may actuate the kiosk through 
a programmed source of information 
in the kiosk located at a facility such 
as a health care provider facility.
